1 . Claims 1-44 are pending in the application and are currently subject to restriction. 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, 11-13, 18-20, 34-36, and 39-44, drawn to a monoclonal antibody 
or binding fragment thereof, a hybridoma, a medicament comprising a monoclonal 
antibody or binding fragment thereof, a medicament or pharmaceutical compositon 
comprising an antibody or binding fragment thereof conjugated to a cytotoxic or 
detectable moiety, and a method of removing myeloma cells from an isolated cellular 
sample. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, drawn to an anti-idiotypic antibody. 

Group IE, claim(s) 14-17, drawn to an antigen, which is a glycoprotein. 

Group IV, claim(s) 29-33, a method for inhibiting or killing myeloma cells in an isolated 
cellular sample. 

Group V, claim(s) 37, drawn to a method for detecting the presence and extent of ovarian 
cancer in a patient comprising determining the level of an antigen in a sample of bodily 
fluid. 
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Group VI, claim(s) 38, drawn to a method for monitoring the effectiveness of therapy for 
ovarian cancer comprising determining the level of an antigen in a sample of bodily fluid. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of Group I is making a hybridoma and a monoclonal 
antibody, or binding fragment thereof, and using the monoclonal antibody or binding fragment to 
remove myeloma cells from an isolated cellular sample. 

The special technical feature of Group II is making an anti- idiotypic antibody. 

The special technical feature of Group HI is making an antigen, which is a glycoprotein. 

The special technical feature of Group IV is inhibiting or killing myeloma cells in an 
isolated cellular sample by a process comprising exposing a cellular sample to a monoclonal 
antibody or binding fragment thereof 

The special technical feature of Group V is detecting the presence and extent of ovarian 
cancer in a patient comprising determining the level of an antigen in a sample of bodily fluid 
acquired from the patient and correlating the level of the antigen with the presence and extent of 
ovarian cancer in the patient. 

The special technical feature of Group VI is monitoring the effectiveness of therapy for 
ovarian cancer comprising determining the level of an antigen in a sample of bodily fluid 
acquired from the patient and correlating the level of the antigen with the effectiveness of 
therapy for ovarian cancer in the patient. 
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Accordingly, the inventions of Groups I- VI do not share the same or corresponding 
special technical feature so as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rules 13.1 
and 13.2.
